EU Presence Essential far 
Attaining Palestinian Goals 


VTCme is changing so fast that 'perhaps the pro-2ionist ele- 
™ merits in the United States have failed to grasplthe day-to- 
day transformations in the world/ commented one colleague 
of ours while coming across a piece of news fiord the Middle 
East regarding the on-going so-called peace process. 

Although he should not have been, our colleague was 
surprised while reading the news on his computer that U. S. 
Secretary of State Warren Christopher 'ruled out a 
European Union presence at the Israeli-Palestinian talks 
which started Sunday at the dusty border checkpoint of 
Erez Crossing in Gaza Strip. 

The United States, just after the disintegration of the Soviet 
Union, egotistically thought that it could be the sole global 
power and could dictate its will to the rest of the world. 

But a gieat disillusionment was waiting the occupant of 
the White House and also the authors of that country’s 
foreign policy. 

In early 1992 clear messages were sent to Washington, 
particularly from Moscow, that after an end of the Cold 
War issues related to world affairs should be tackled on 
the basis of equal partnership. 

As it was expected, the United States resisted these 
efforts particularly those of France. While the late 
Francoise Mitterrand took the issue lightly. President 
Jacques Chirac attaches great significance to the Third 
World issues and clearly tries to convey to the U.S. that 
Europe h ~ s to play its role in the overall affairs of the world. 

South African President Nelson Mandela was right when he 
paid tribute to the French president and said that ’Chirac is one 
of the most outstanding statesmen that we have in the world.’ 
Chirac, in the recent months, tried his best to involve 
Europe in Middle Eastern issues as he and others realized 
that the U.S. had lost its trustworthiness as a just and 
honorable mediator and broker of peace. 

It was French Foreign Minister Herve de Charette who 
raised the EU participation at the recently held 
Washington summit attended by PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat, Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, King 
Hussein of Jordan and hosted by President Bill Clinton. 
The U.S. just ignored the French request 
Not only the Palestinians, but also others who keep an 
eye on Middle Eastern affairs, have realized that Israel is 
America's top priority and words such as political norm, 
national reputation and dignity carry no weight while 
Americans deal with the Zionists. 

Now its own brand of peace is headed for a head-on collision 
with realities. The U.S. wants to keep the EU away from the 
mediating process while one of the parties in the dispute, 
namely the Palestinians, welcome the EU as a mediator. 

Interestingly enough, the EU is Israel's main trading 
partner, but on the basis of certain principles, the same 
EU pledged S650 million to finance Palestinian 
reconstruction. The EU pledged another $26 million in aid 
to Arafat when he visited Luxembourg en route to the 
Washington Summit. 

On the initiative of France and Italy, the EU leaders 
dispatched Irish Foreign Minister Dick Spring to the 
Middle East to be present at the negotiating table of the 
r alestinians and the Israelis.

Iran an Exception in Erosion 
of Refugee Protection

TEHRAN - U.N. High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees Sudako Ogaia 
warned yesterday lhai despite* in- 
ternational commitments to up- 
hold foe right of asylum, standards 
of refugee protection was actually 
being eroded in many countries. 

She cited Iran as one of foe 
positive signals lor refugee issues 
in 1996, when it opened its bor- 
ders in September to allow 40,000 
Kurds take refuge from fighting in 
Northern Iraq. 

In a speech at foe annual meet- 
ing of the UNHCR’s 51 -member 
Executive Committee, Ogata reaf- 
firmed foe right to seek asylum 
from persecution and urged deci- 
sion-makers io combat prejudice 
and share foe burden of major 
asylum countries. 

Her criticism of industrialized 
countries follows Iran’s com- 
plaints in regard w foe lack of 
international response to the plight 
of Iraqi Kurds fleeing io its border 
last month, having already to cope 
with the world’ & largest number of 


refugees oil meager aid. 

According io extracts of her 
Geneva speech, the high commis- 
sioner attacked the burden as be- 
ing "very unevenly divided, 
between and within continents” 
and that it was essential that the 
humanitarian character of asylum 
be preserved. 

Access to territory, she said, 
had been "either denied outright, 
as a result of push-offs of boat 
people and rejections at borders, 
or complicated by new legislative 
restrictions." 

In a further slight to some 
Western countries, Ogata also 
urged decision-makers to "de- 
d ram arize" the scale of some asy- 
lum-seeker problems, saying 
requests were declining in most 
industrial countries.

Peace Conference (in 1991) tried 
to have Europe adopt a more ef- 
fective role, " said the government 
daily Tishrin.

I want my son 
back," as the court’s presiding 
nidge read an appeal statement 
from prosecutors. 

The protester was immediately 
surrounded by court guardians 
and escorted out, triggering a brief 
outcry’ by relatives of those killed 
in the 1 9S0 pro-democracy upris- 
ing in the southern city of 
Kwangju. 

Chun, 65, was sentenced to 
death in August for his leading 
role in the 1979 military coup and 
the 1980 massacre of more than 
200 Kwangju demonstrators, 
while Roh, 64, was handed a sen- 
tence of 22 and half years in 
prison. 

The two former generals were 
Uso found guilty of milking mil- 
lions from businesses during their 
consecutive presidencies from 
1980 to 1993.

KUWAIT CITY, KUWAIT 
(AFP) - Kuwaiti men went to the 
polls yesterday to elect a new Par- 
liament as dozens of women dem- 
onstrated for 

political rights and a liberal 
newspaper warned against elect- 
ing Muslim fundamentalists. 

Voters were choosing from 
230 Islamist, liberal, tribal and 
other candidates to represent them 
for the next four years in the 50- 
seat National Assembly, the Per- 
sian Gulfs only elected house and 
only one with legislative pow- 
ers. 

Around 50 women gathered 
near a polling station to demand 
the right to vote and run for 
elected office, some carrying ban- 
ners and most wearing blue rib- 
bons symbolizing the women's 
movement. 

"If the people of Kuwait think 
they are practicing democracy 
today, we say they are not, be- 
cause we say they are excluding 
half the population," said activist 
and scientific researcher Samira 
Omar. 

Just 107,000 men are eligible 
to vote from 700,000 Kuwaiti 
citizens, as some naturalized Ku- 
waitis and members of the armed 


forces, like women, are excluded 
from voting. 

As-Siyassa newspaper urged 
voters meanwhile not to support 
Islamist MPs who formed the 
dominant opposition bloc in the 
Parliament elected in 1992 and 
who hope to stand their ground 
against pro-government candi- 
dates. 

"Brother voters, don’t vote for 
the supporters of obscurantism 
and ignorance, those who reject 
everything which is not Islamic," 
liberal journalist Chamlan Yussef 
ai-Issa wrote. 

"Muslim countries where po- 
litical Islam has assumed power 
have become a home for anarchy, 
corruption, civil wars and viola- 
tions of human rights," Issa said. 

Islamists have vowed to make 
the Sharia, or Islamic law, the 
sole source of the country’s legis- 
lation. 

Liberals were a vocal opposi- 
tion, but had fewer seats than 
Islamists in the last Assembly 
which was elected after the 
seven-month Iraqi occupation of 
Kuwait between August 1990 and 
February 1991. 


The Islamist candidates also 
face divisions among them in the 
current election but analysts ex- 
pected little change in the balance 
within Parliament, although there 
would be new faces. 

Several candidates quoted by 
the Kuwaiti press have issued 
allegations of vote buying, par- 
ticularly in tribal areas, despite 
tough laws against the practice. 

In a district in the southern 
suburbs of the capital, which is 
strongly tribal, most of the voters 
yesterday were elderly or 
retired people.

Yeltsin Transferred to Sanatorium

torium in western Moscow where 
he is to continue preparing for his 
upcoming heart surgery, the presi- 
dential press service said. 

Yeltsin, described as being in a 
satisfactory condition, was trans- 
ferred from the Central Clinical 
Hospital to a sanatorium at 
Barvikha where he could remain 
until a bypass operation due to 
take place before mid-December, 
a Kremlin spokesman told AFP. 

Sergei Mironov, head of the 
Kremlin Medical Center, told In- 
terfax news agency that Yeltsin 
was in a "totally satisfactory" con- 
dition and that the preparations for 
the bypass surgery were proceed- 
ing as planned. 


Mironov said the facilities at 
Barvikha would enable Yeltsin to 
move around more and possibly 
take walks. He would he allowed 
to do more physically and could 
also increase his workload. Inter- 
fax reported. 

Yeltsin, 65. has been hospital- 
ized since September 12 .and his 
workload has been drastically re- 
duced as a chronic heart problem 
takes its toll. Last week, the 
Kremlin said Yeltsin was working 
for two to three hours a day.

. The para m oun t leader holds no office, has no official post and is so 
physically feeble that he cannot appear in public. Yet a billion plus 
believe feat he is their ruler and they anxiously wonder whether they 
can get along without him. 

The grave uncertainty about post-Deng China has made China’s top 
leaders jostle for position, forming and reforming affiances as each 
searches for more security in fee post-Deng era. Two high-level 
conclaves next year - springtime National People’s Congress (fee 
Chinese state parliament) and fee Communist Party’s S eminar 15th 
Congress in fee autumn should settle a raft of personal changes. 

The future Chinese leader (or leaders, as some Sinologists have 
predicted China to have a collective leadership with Jiang Zemin 
becoming fee first among equals) must take this fact into account that 
now is no time for bold initiatives to solve the longer-term issues feat 
most threaten China’s economic health. Instead,, it is the belief of this 
analyst that be or they will stay fee course by protecting state 
enterprises, easing inflation and hoping the non-state sector will grow 
away their worries. 

Deng’s China must not be tampered wife. The future helmsman must 
be cautious and not be driven by the slogan’s uttered mostly by 
foreigners emphasizing China’s might. The mighty China is a future 
entity, today’s China not being an all-rounder. China’s domestic scene 
abounds in contradictions. Almost any categorical statement about 
China is subject to challenge, and indeed its opposite may be equally 
true. 

China’s dynamic economy is matched by a stagnating polity. Never 
have so many people experienced so great an improvement in their 
livelihoods, Deng’s miracle being dubbed the miracle of all time. Some 
Sinologists put Deng on a higher pedestal than Mao in serving fee 
Chinese people. 

Yet China has 25 million urban unemployed and 100 million rural 
underemployed. Though one out of four of fee world's largest cranes 
are busy raising skyscrapers in booming Chinese cities, fee supply of 
housing is no greater than it was when fee population was half its size. 
The Chinese are patting up a tower in Shanghai which wifl be the tallest 
in fee world, beating the Petronas Towers (The Twins) near completion 
in Kuala Lumpur. So fee Petronas Towers reign as tallest in the world 
wiB be short-lived. 

Shanghai has a ten-mile strip feat has more neon lights than Las 
Vegas (fee city of lights), Hong Kong or Tokyo, but it also has 3.3 
million homeless people. And again, Guangdang has 60,000 Avon 
ladies peddling cosmetics door-to-door (uttering Avon’s calling!) but 
China also has, according to the government, 80 million people living 
on less than $35 a year. 

But China is moving forward wife a speed not experienced in any 
country ever in history. Its foreign reserves stand at arecord $85 billion, 
giving Beijing a comfortable cushion whenever it restarts rapid reforms. 
But fee goal has not been realized - a prosperous China, fee might of 
Asia together with Iran, Japan, India and Korea (unified) turning fee 
Asian century into a reality. 

Caution is the key word which fee top leaders jostling to position 
themselves comfortably in post-Deng China must observe. Jiang is 
lobbying for support to revive Mao Zedong’s former post of party 
chairman which was abolished in 1982. Jiang wants to keep fee 
presidency, fee military position, and upgrade his party position. Li 
Peng has moved, though slowly, into the reformist camp and has a 
strong following in the industrial ministries.

Russia Warns Against 
Recognizing Chechnya 


MOSCOW, RUSSIA (Reuter) - 
Russia threatened on Sunday to 
sever diplomatic relations with 
countries recognizing rebel 
Chechnya or holding separate 
talks with its leaders.

Italy, Netherlands Win

Wider EMU Group Raises Doubts 


Over Credibility 


DUBLIN (Reuter) - Unbridled 
optimism over the ElTs chances 
of fannrhfog 3 common currency 
on time has gripped investors and 
politicians, masking a series of 
challenges ahead which could 
make for a bumpy ride. 

Among the more difficult 
choices faring European Union 
leaders, who met here this week- 
end to the future of 

Europe, is how to create a credible 
Economic and Monetary Union 
(EMU) that links as many nafanrs 
as possible. 

The wish to cast foe net as 
widely as possible stems from the 
desire to avoid a split in the union 
along monetary fault lines. 

Such an outcome could lead to 
more substitutive political divi- 
sions and endanger the EU’s 
larger goal of closer cooperation, 
integration ;md eventual enlarge- 
ment to rentral and ractem 

Europe. 

Analysts say the crux of foe 
matter is whether the planned sin- 
gle currency, the Euro, can 
achieve credibility among mar- 
kets and investors, while at the 
same fane ma ximizin g political 
harmony. 

This dphatR has taken on 
greater urgency with countries 
like Italy, Spain and Portugal en- 
gaged in an aD-out spent to be 
among foe first wave of single 
currency participants. 

Speaking to Reideis financial 
television this weekend, Portu- 
guese Prime Minister Antonio 
Guterres said both Spain and Por- 
tugal would be ready for the sin- 
gle currency’s launch, set for 

January 1, 1999.

mem of both governments, both 
countries, to join a single Euro- 
pean currency at the beginning," 
he said. 

Up to now, it has been widely 
assumed that monetary union 
would go ahead with core Europe

Austria. Ireland and Finland are 
often seen as additions to this con- 
tinental bloc. 

Others would follow at a later 
date, depending on the speed of 
economic convergence. 

For many economists a suc- 
cessful monetary union depends 
greatly on member economies 
achieving low inflation rates and 
currency stability. It is less dear 
how important budgetary rigor is 
in safeguarding a currency. 

These latter requirements are 
where most governments have 
difficulty. A strict reading of the 
EU’s Maastricht treaty provisions 
on monetary union is that govern- 
ments must bring their deficits 
down to no more than three per- 
cent of gross domestic product 


(GDP) in 1997, foe crucial year 
for deciding who qualifies. 

On outstandi n g debt, the target 
ceiling for EMU entry of 60 per- 
cent of GDP is considered less 
binding - ertoy can be justified if a 
gm ernmgrtf can demonstrate foal 
its debt ratio is heading towards 
that goal 

For a country like Belgium, 
whose debt level is well above 
100 percent of output, roost think 
the £U vrifl let it slip by without 
much problem given its long re- 
cord of currency stability and low 
inflation. 

But foal is where the problems 
begin. Others can argue that they 
too should be judged more len- 
iently on the debt requirement. 
Portugal's Guterres, sensing an 
opening, told Renters that if foe 
EU wanted to include Belgium, it 
would have to look at foe debt cri- 
terion "as a tendency, not as a 
fixed leveL" 

"Whether you let countries like 
I tab- and Spain join in 1999 de- 
pends very much on what they do 
with Belgium,*' says Charles 
Goodhart of foe London Sc tool of 
Economics. 

Yet if Belgium’s inclusion 
fhn^ open the door to more ques- 
tionable candidates, analysts say 
the ciedfoflin.' of a common cur- 
rency could be weakened at the 
start 

"I think you are already seeing 
a recognition in the markets that 
EMU is gong to be a political 
project," said one New York Fund

"If that perception grows, you 
have to ask yourself whether you 
want to own do Oars or foe Euro,” 
be added. 


Int’l Conf. to Address Infrastructure 
Development in Asia, Pacific 


TEHRAN (United nations Infor- 
mation Center) - An action plan on 
infrastructure development in 
Aria and the Pacific is among foe 
documents expected to be adopted 
by foe Conference on InfrastruCr 
ture, to be held in New Delhi, 
October 23-29, which is being or- 
ganized by foe Economic and So- 
cial Commission for Asia and foe 
Pacific (ASCAP). 

Ministers from51 member states 
and time associate members of ES- 
CAP are expected to adopt a decla- 
ration and foimr h an action plan on 
infrastructure development at the 
conference, which will be divided 
into two se gments : A me e tin g of 
senior officials, which will take 
place October 23-26; and a minis- 
terial segment, October 28-29. 

In a departure from previous 
practice at ESCAP meetings, foe 
ministerial segment will be jointly 
inaugurated on October 28 with a 
private-sector organized event 
called “World Infrastructure Fo- 
rum - Asia 1996", which will con- 
tinue on October 30 and 31. 

A key policy issue to be ad- 
dressed at foe Conference is foe 
creation of a favorable climate for 
private-sector participation in a 
development process. According 
to ESCAP estimates, between 
1993 and 2000 approximately 
$1,500 billion would be required 
for infrastructure development in 
foe Asia-Pacific region. Oui of 
foal required amount, 5500 billion 
has already been made available. 
Consequently, the financial gap 
for new infirastruciure develop- 
ment projects amounts to around 
SI ,000 billion, without taking into 


account massive sum required for 
rehabilitation works. 

Discussion at foe conference 
will focus on policy and planning 
framework of countries, at foe 
macroeconomic and sectoral lev- 
els, with special attention to im- 
proving the delivery of 
infrastructure services. The part- 
nership between foe public and 
private sectors will be examined 
to identify means of encouraging 
private-sector involvement in fi- 
nancing, management, operations 
and risk-sharing.

He added that if the Tata 
Group wanted to establish an air- 
line "let them come on their own, 
not with Singapore Airlines", add- 
fog the government wanted to re- 
store the reputations of Air India 
and Indian Airlines 

Many of India's fledgling pri- 
vate airlines, as well as Air India 
and Indian Airlines, had opposed 
the entry of Singapore Airlines.

Exercise Produces Changes in Blood That May 

Protect the Heart 


fly Dr. Allan tsrucunnm 

QUESTION: During a heated 
discusson at the gym. a statement 
was made that exercise can change 
your blood type. The proponent of 
ihis theory, a lawyer, was both 
forceful and convincing. Still ... f 
don't believe it. Care to act as the 
judge on this one? 

ANSWER: Regular exercise 
does cause several changes in vour 
blood, but a different blood type 
is oot one of them. That is deter- 
mined by your genes, not the calo- 
ries you burn. 

Exercise does produce some 
interesting and healthful changes, 
though. As you know, regular ex- 
ercise reduces the risk of a heart 
attack by lowering blood pressure, 
reducing body fat and blood cho- 
lesterol levels, and making the 
t heart more efficient. The changes 
I that occur to the blood may also 
play a role in helping to protect the 
i heart. 

The major exercise-related 
changes in blood are a decrease in 


hemoglobin concentration and 
platelet activity and an increase in 
fibrinolysis. These changes ap- 
pear to reduce the risk of throm- 
bosis. the formation of a clogging 
blood dot within a blood vessel. 
A heart attack is a blood clot in 
one of the arteries that supplies 
blood to the heart, so any reduc- 
tion in the risk of thrombosis is a 
lessening of the risk of heart at- 
tack. 

While a decrease in the concen- 
tration of hemoglobin in athletes 
sounds like bad news, it is not due 
to a shortage of red blood cells, 
hut to an increase in the amount of 
blood plasma, the liquid portion of 
Wood. This increase in plasma 
volume is a good sign of aerobic 
fitness. Increased plasma volume 
makes blood less viscous, which 
may decrease the risk of thrombo- 
sis. 

Regular exercise also appears 
to decrease the action of platelets 
sticking together ( aggregation). 
Platelet aggregation is the first 


step in the formation of a Wood 
clot. This effect may help reduce 
the risk of bean attack resulting 
from a dot in the coronary arter- 
ies. 

The third way that exercise 
changes the Wood is by activating 
fibrinolysis, the body's way of 
getting rid of old Wood dots. This 
effect is greatest in those who ex- 
ercise most, so people who are rite 
most physically fit appear to dis- 
solve dots faster than those who 
are less fiL

odds?" gugrifts the pariwit, and rhg 
physician most delve deep into 
personal experience as well as the 
ma« of investigative and scien- 
tific literature that may hold a clue 
to the answer. At best, these an- 
swers are educated guesses, for 
while statistics help present an 
overview of a given situation, 
each individual is unique, and the 
"odds* in each case are different.

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Dole Gives Strong Debate 
Performance, But No Knock Out Punch 


HARTFORD, CONNECTICUT 
{AFP) - Republican White House 
hopeful Bob Dole gave an unex- 
pectedly strong performance in 
Sunday’s first debate against 
President Bill Clinton according 
to both camps, but he failed to 
deliver any knock out punches. 

'Senator Dole held his own in 
this debate," said White House 
Chief of Staff Leon Panetta, echo- 
ing the unanimous view among 
Clinton and Dole aides after the 90 
minute one-on-one. 

Neither side claimed a clear 
victory, but the Dole camp was 
quick to note that Dole had sur- 
passed expectations. 

"President Clinton was on the 
defensive almost all night and 
Senator Dole managed to stay on 
the offensive without being hard- 
edged," said Republican National 
Chairman Haley Barbour. 

And Paneua credited Dole, 
who was often billed as too snarl- 
ing and ill-at-ease to best the glib 
Clinton , with having the most one- 
liners. 

"The one thing that Senator 
Dole is very good at is the use of 
humor," he said, "I think people 
saw a human side to Senator Dole 
and that worked very well.” 

Indeed, that was just what the 
Dole camp has been working on 
in their intensive coaching ses- 
sions since Thursday, and they 
were hailing their victory on that 
count. 

"In their firsi serious look, vot- 
ers saw Bob Dole comfortable, 
winy and warm, but they also saw 
that he was -in command of the 
facts and right on the issues, " said 
Barbour.

"The whole thing unfolded just 
as the Dole campaign could have 
hoped," he said. 

Dole, 73, managed to disarm 
Clinton of the age issue by jesting 
that he would not make his health 
an issue in Che campaign which has 
often focused on his age. 

Comparing himself to the junk- 
food loving Clinton, Dole said: 
"My blood pressure’s lower, and 
my weight, my cholesterol." 

And when asked about Clin- 
ton’s claim that Americans are 
better off than they were four 
years ago before he took office, 
Dole asserted that Iraqi leader 
"Saddam Hussein is probably bet- 
ter off than he was four years 
ago-" 


Dole has blamed Clinton’s soft 
handling of Baghdad for forcing 
the U.S. military to carry out air- 
strikes last month in Southern Iraq. 

But jokes aside. Dole's attacks 
failed to rattle C Liman, who kept 
up a constant refrain on the suc- 
cess of his economic policy, his 
strong suit and the one he led with 
in his opening statement. 

And other than repeating his 
promise of a IS percent tax cut. 
Dole did little to detail what he 
would do if he wins the November 
5 election. 

"He did not land any punches. " 
Clinron’s advisor George 
Stephanopolous said of Dole.

Yang said the first debate here 
in the northeastern State of Con- 
necticut probably did not change 
any minds nor the direction of the 
campaign, particularly since there 
is such a low level of interest in a 
race many view as already sewn 
up.

Connecticut because he didn't 
have a "realistic chance’ of being 
elected. 

In the CNN interview, he said 
that neither Clinton nor Dole went 
"to the core of the problem." 

"I'm so sick of superficial dis- 
cussions on critical problems." 
said Perot. "We are on a financial 
precipice we cannot lei our coun- 
try' fall off of."

IFOR troops said an elderly

Seddiqi, who is the member of 
the board of the Transportation 
Engineers’ Society and gained a 
seat in the Majlis for the first tune 
in the last elections, said: "In 
order to adjust the payment of 
women’s marriage portions to 
current rates, female deputies 
have recently proposed a bill. We 
are now working on a plan to 
establish family courts. ” 

“Unfortunately, at present our 
courts have merged in a way that 
family problems and crimes are 
dealt with in the same courts, 
damaging the position of women 
and family in the society,” she 
said. 

200,000 
Bangladeshi 
Women 
Smuggled out 
in 10 Years 

DHAKA. BANGLADESH 
(AFP) - Some 200,000 Ban- 
gladeshi women have been smug- 
gled abroad by traffickers during 
the past 10 years and sold into 
prostitution, the mass circulation * 
daily Janakaniha newspaper re- 
ported yesterday , 

Quoting a study by rights or- 
ganization the Bangladesh 
Women's Lawyers Association, 
the paper said the main destina- 
tions are Pakistan and the Middle 
East. 

The highest known price for 
one Bangladeshi woman, was re- 
ported from Karachi’s Rajpuih 
area’s "human bazaar" was 
165,000 rupees (around $4,700 at 
current rates), the paper said. It 
did not say when the incident oc- 
curred. 


Taliban's Anti -Islamic 
Stances Against Women

F or years. Aighan develop- 
ments and clashes among 
various Jihadi groups have served 
as top political news around the 
world. 

However, recent-day news on 
Taliban’s control over Afganistan 
are especially important. 

Taliban which appeared some 
two years back in Afghanistan is 
mainly comprised of religious 
seminary students headed by Mul- 
lah Mohammad Umar. 

During the Afghan people’s 
combat with the Russian occupi- 
ers. there was virtually no trace of 
the Taliban. But this group has 
recently started fighting the local 
Jihadi combatants. 

Following armed clashes in 
different parts of Afghanistan and 
conquest of important tines such 
as Khandefaar and Herat, the Tali- 
ban finally seized Kabul mi Sep- 
tember 26. 

In less than 24 hours alter the 
conquest of the' Afghan capital, the 
Taliban issued a statement declar-" 
ing the set up of a new government 
based on Islam and banning 
women from appearing, in their 
offices. 

Other reports from Kabul indi- 
cate that some members of this 
group have attacked women in the 
streets for not having worn proper 
clothes. 

Previously, of course, Taliban 
had indicated its stances vis-a-vis 
women. After the conquest of 
Herat, Taliban had banned girls 
from going to school and women 
from going to their offices. 

In the meantime, the U.S.. 
while confirming contacts with 
Taliban leaders over the past two 
years, has expressed hope that the 
Taliban's seizure of Kabul would 
pave the way for national recon- 
ciliation in A fghanistan . 

The U.S. even presented the 
possibility of establishing lull eco- 
nomic relations with Afghanistan 
following the recent -day develop- 
ments there. 

U.S. State Department spokes- 
man while referring to the Tali- 
ban’s invitation of the Afghans to 
return to Kabul, said these state- 
ments indicate the group's bent to 
insure the rights of all Afghan 
people. 


However, this spokesman 
made no mention of the plight of 
Afghan women and girls. Why? 
Aren’t the y pan of the Afghan 
nation? 

The U.S. support for the Tali- 
ban is fla gr ant and overt. Wash- 
ington is actually supporting this 
reactionary group which claims to 
adhere to Islam but which is actu- 
ally tarnishing the image of this 
genuine and revolutionary relig- 
ion. 

The world public opinion and 
true advocates of human rights 
have always been sensitive toward 
the plight of women in different 
countries. So any country which 
claims to adhere to Islam and pres- 
sures the women wfli actually bar 
the spread of religion among dif- 
ferent nations. 

Today after long years of pub- 
licity a garnq Islam and the Islami c 
Republic of Iran, the world has 
realized die growing role of Ira- 
nian women and the ardent sup- 
port of the Iranian leaders for the 
political and social progress of 
women coupled with preservation 
of their dignity.

"The iarensational com- 
munity is deeply concerned about 
the respect by the Taliban move- 
ment of all the commitments cn- | 
tered into by Afghanistan ■ 
regarding the protection of all fan- 
man rights, particularly those 1 
guaranteeing the bask; rights of 
women, including the girl child”, 
the high commissioner said. 

Meanwhile, the U.N. Devel- 
opment Program (UNDP) said it 
had continued its activities 
throughout Afghanistan despite 
the rapid and tumultuous changes 
that had recently taken place there. 
"The crisis had no effect on 
UNDP-supported rehabilitation 
efforts in the country", said Alan 
Brimdow, UNDP security offi- 
cer.
